In the prohibition enforcement de 
“partment, however, the opinion holds that 
the breweries must start afresh. The old 
Supply was outlawed and the brewers must 
Qnake new medicine exclusively. If by any 
@eason the Eighteenth Amendment would 
de abrogated suddenly it would be improp- 
“er to use any of the stuff now in existence.

Some of the pioneer railway workers 


‘who were ready to abandon the strike recall 
the fiasco of 1894, when effort was made to 
shut off the Pacific Coast from the rest of 
the world. It was intended to tie up every 
railroad in the country. That strike was 
really the result of the national feverish- 
mess and unrest following the panic. The 
Pailway workers were being brought into 
dne big union—the American railway union, 
of which Eugene Debs was the head. All 
they wanted was an excuse for the strike 
and they found it in the fact that the Pull- 
man Company had refused a rise in pay 
demanded by the employees. The railway 
union started a boycott on Pullman cars. 
The raflroads were ordered to refuse to 
handle them, but the limes said they were 
under contract with the Pullman Company 
Eugene Debs 
issued an order commafhding ail railway 
men to refuse to handle the Pullmans. The 
executives of the roads tried to run the 
trains with other crews. Naturally there 
was trouble. The mails were threatened 
and President Cleveland sent Federal troops 
to Chicago in defiance of the Qovernor of 
ols. Troops were in charge of engines 
om the morning of July 4 and it looked like 
civil war. The Knights of Labor joined in 
_syiifpethetic strike. But the late Judge 
— and other jurists issued injunc- 
tions forbidding strikers from interfering 
With the United States mails and the Fed- 
eral troops saw that the orders were car- 
a out. On July 19 Eugene Debs and 
twenty of his associates defied the courts 
and were promptly jailed for contempt. By 
that time about half the strikers had lost 
Weir jobs, anyhow. The roads were run- 
Bing fairly efficiently with new help and the 
failway union made overtures for peace. 
On August 5 the strike was virtually over. 
@@icially the railway managers declined to 
Heat with the union, but, as a matter of fact, 
large number of the men had already 
@bandoned the union and been reinstated 
im their old jobs. Shortly afterward the 
Piliman Company advanced the’ wages of 
fie men of its own accord. The American 
fallway union had caused a lot of trouble, 
Git the net results were that a large pro 
ion of its membership was out of work 
of the men never had positions after- 
ward.

The idea involved 
force, force manifested in crime, disorder, 
sabotage, politics and finally ip absolute de- 
fiance of governmental authority. There 
could not possibly be but one end to their 
plans, and that was failure. 

This is a country of laws. The employer 
wanted industrial peace. but he also wanted 
all the income that could fairly be derived 
from his property; although willing to con- 
cede many of the demands of labor, yet he 
refused to grant the program in its entirety. 
Through all the years during which the 


fight has been in progress, the public and 


the nation have been constant losers, the 
amount of national wealth lost unquestion- 
ably reaches into the billions. An unbiased 
history of this struggle between classes 
would astound the world. The fact is that 
the men directly engaged were shortsight- 
ed, saw only the immediate question and 
its incidental issues. never dreaming for a 
moment that the entire nation was involved 
with all its correlative interests. They 
lacked the perspective of statesmanship, 
the quality of mind that sees beyond today 
into a future, that differentiates between 
@ locality and a nation. 

That such a condition of things could not 
continue indefinitely every thoughtful man 
‘of this nation knew; the day of a positive 
showdown was bound to come, freighted 
perhaps with dangers that might shake the 
foundations of the republic itself. We all 
remember too well the activities of the Bol- 
shevists, LW. W., the anarchists, the Social- 
ists and the unions during the dark and 
trying hours of the World War and the ex- 
tremes to which they went to hamper the 
nat ion and indirectly aid the German ene 
my. The unions had sense enough to un- 
derstand in 1916 that they were in the sad- 
dle, so to speak, and that a national elec- 
tion was coming. Conscious of their pow- 
er, Or influence, they made demands upon 
the administration then in power and seek- 
ing a retention of the same power for cer- 
tain favors. It became evident to the coun- 
try that the unions could dictate to the 
national government. 

But out in Kansas a different set of men 
happened to represent the rights, and incl- 
dentally the powers, of the people. It was 
a question whether that sovereign State 
should be sovereign or the unions shouid 
exercise that function. The Legislature de- 
cided that its acts and not the autocratic 
plans of union-labor leaders should be the 
law of the land. There was enacted what 
has come to be known as the Kansas “Court 
of Industrial Relations.” Its purpose was 
to subject the employer and the employee, 
capital and labor, the corporations and the 
unions to the will of the people of that 
State. The idea was novel. It was far- 
reaching in its effects. The execution of 
the law was in the hands of the men who 
conceived and brought it into existence. 
They were compelled in the circumstances 
to use it faithfully, impartially and fear- 
lessly. Gov. Allen writes: 

When the court was established Al- 
exander Howatt, president of the min- 
ing federation for the district of Kan- 
sas, declared if we dared to create this 
court all the miners would leave this 
State. Five hundred of them went 
away, but the 12,000 who remained pro- 
duced, during the first year of the oper- 
ation of the court, 900,000 tons of coal 
more thn the larger number produced 
the year before. They drew $4,000,000 
more in wages than had ever been 
drawn before by the miners of the Kan- 
sas district. The reason for this was 
that the year before there were thir- 
teen and one-half strikes a month in the 
various Kansas mines and, of course, 
under the industrial court there have 
been no strikes, except two or three 
unimportant ones called by Alexander 
Howatt for the purpose of showing his 
contempt for the law. 

A few weeks ago, when the em- 
ployees’ committee of the Joplin, Pitts 
burg and Galena Railroad Company met 
to renew their contract, this very sig- 
nificant thing happened: As _ they 
reached the consideration of the provi- 
sions for arbitration, which have always 
gone into their contract, one of the la- 
bor delegates moved that they leave 
ont of the contract all provisions for 
the arbitration and write into the docu- 
ment a simple sentence declaring that 
all controversies over wages and work- 
ing conditions should be submitted di- 
rectly to the industrial court. This in- 
cident e given additional significance 
when you realize that during each of 
the two years which preceded the es- 
tablishment of the industrial court there 
were strikes on these traction lines over 
the subject of wages. 

As a sum total of the general accom- 
plishments of the law it might be stated 
that during the year and a half thirty 
causes, which have to do with wares 
and working conditions, have been de 
cided by the court and twenty-nine of 
these decisions have been accepted both 
by the employer and the employees as 
just and satisfactory. 

Another recent significant feature 18 
in the court trial which led to the pres- 
ent incarceration of President Howatt 
of District 14 and his vice-president, 
August Dorchy, in the county jai) of 
Cherokee county. Howatt and the mem- 
bers of his staff had called a strike. 
They were under the injunction of the 
District Court not to do this. The case 
constituted a criminal offense and was 
tried out in the District Court of Chero- 
kee county, one of the mining counties 
of the State. Howatt sent a request 
to every labor union in Kansas asking 
the unions to send delegates to attend 
the trial at Columbus. He explained 
that he expected to make a demonstra- 
tion of those who opposed the Kansas 
law. He said there would not be enougch 
houses in Columbus to shelter all who 
would come, so he hired a lot of tents 
and provided for a week of remarkable 
demonstrations. When the morning of 
the trial dawned nobody came except 
the members of the band which he had 
hired to come and the reporters of the 


metropolitag newspapers. The labor

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unions had absolutely decided to leave 

him alone. 

It is not claimed by Gov. Allen and other 
officials of Kansas that the law will meet 
every contingency that might arise; to do 
o would be premature, since there are 4 
thousand and one questions that may be 
developed by the ever-changing conditions 
of our social and economic life. But one 
thing may be said in its favor and that is: 
it is an assertion of power by the people 
and a final declaration that they are no 
longer to be imposed upon by the corpora- 
tions or the labor unions; that this continu- 
ous warfare and destruction of property 
must stop; thet the State is now and will 
be in the future the arbiter of differences 
that affect the rights, property and lives of 
the people. 

If the Kansas experiment should prove 
ultimately to be the solution for which the 
country has been looking for thirty years 
every State in the Union will hasten to 
adopt it and there will then be no need 
for unions, business men's committees and 
all that paraphernalia of conciliation, and 
the ever-recnrring nightmare industrial dis- 
order will be a thing of the past. The dem- 
agogue will likewise have to hunt for other 
fields; capital and labor will no longer be 
subject to his demands in the courts or 
around the legislative halls of the country. 


ILL OPEN THE WAY. 

The armament conference in Wash 
ington will be the most important and vital 
consultation ever held by men. 

It may fail to accomplish its stated pur- 
pose. No one has the remotest expectation 
that, at its close, nations will throw away 
their arms and lie down like the lion and 
the lamb. Neither will it eradicate race dis- 
tinctions or accomplish any other miracles. 

In an indirect manner it cannot fail to 
open the way for better world conditions. 

The sunniest optimist cannot fail to see 
that the world is in very great danger of 
another outbreak of wars— perhaps an era 
of great wars. 

These powder trails that threaten hu- 
manity are all laid in certain physical con- 
ditions. The indirect and unspoken pur- 
pose of the conference is to attempt to ad- 
just these difficulties. Until they are ad- 
justed it will be idle, of course, to expect 
any nation to reduce its own power to fight. 

In a general way it can be said that all 
these sores are due to the same cause. The 
diplomatic adjustments upon which all na- 
tions have relied were made long ago for 
a huge world of unknown vastness. The 
invention of steam has made it a small 
world. The rules of the road no longer ft. 
The Fropean war, with the wreck of three 
rr... world powers, also caused a vast and 
dangerous shifting of weight. 

The immediate danger that confronts the 
conference is the Japanese-American dis- 
pute. But always in the shadows lurks 
that greater danger of a world war to 
come at some distant day between Russia 
and England. The events of the conference 
must always be read with that unspoken 
dread in mind. 

We look to England to stand with us in 
the Pacific as against the claims of Japan. 
She may be willing to do this because the 
pressure in that direction is very strong 
from her colonies. But she will insistently 
demand that we make certain concessions 
in Europe to balance her concessions in the 
Pacific. 

To speak plainly, if we persuade her to 


make a scrap of paper of her treaty with 


Japan it will only be on condition that we 
consent to conditions that will safeguard 
her against Russia in Europe. 

The Anglo- Japanese treaty was brought 
about by a joint fear of Russia. If England 
gives up this protection she naturally feels 
that she should have equal protection in 
another quarter. In other words, she made 
a bargain with Japan to pin Russia down 
on the Pacific. far away from the Khyber 
Pass. Her obvious substitute is to use a 
rehabilitated Germany to pin Russia down 
to the Baltic away from India. This and 
the possession of Constantinople are the 
fundamentals of the safety of the British 
Empire. 

In yielding our assent to this demand we 
would have to tread rough-shod over France, 
who sees her extinction as a world power 
in the plan. ’ 

The mere statement of these complex! 
ties would seem to offer a fine program for 
a wholesale throat cutting. 

Broadly speaking, there is no way that 
these fundamental differences in interest 
can be adjusted. The only real remedy is a 
general alliance of some sort that will de 
equivalent to world government. 

The very changing conditions that have

| upset the world have made world govern- 


ment more nearly possible. 

Steam bas upset sociological conditions 
and turned diplomatic adjustments upside 
down. But it has also made world govern- 
ment a definite possibility. 

Successful world government depends up- 
on clear understandings. Clear understand- 
ings depend upon quick and ready means 
of communication. | 

Vast worlds cannot be governed under « 
single authority. Little worlds can. Steam 
and electricity—the steamship and the ca- 
ble— have made this a little world. 


FILM INSPIRATION, 

There's a picture in town that. many 
folk would say could scarcely hope to get 
by the censor. For one thing it shows an 
old-fashioned bartender brewing cocktails 
in a chummy and somewhat familiar way. 
it shows a brawl in a typical saloon of for- 
mer days. It presents a rather drab hero- 
ine who bas the usual baby without the 
saving presence of a marriage certificate. 
It has a few kisses of a passionate and un- 
holy flavor. It has a rather cheap and 
petty environment and yet it carries a mes- 
sage far more potent and impressive than 
some sermons which are weekly poured into 
the upturned bosoms of the throngs in our 
stately churches. 

For one thing, this film gets in on the 
ground floor and does business. When it 
was presented in the spoken drama by Mrs. 
Minnie Maddern Fiske it was thought to be 
rather daring and realistic, but before the 
season was over it was acclaimed as « 
classic. But it was a classic of the slums. 
On the screen Salvation Nell is an even 
more appealing character than in the legiti- 
mate. She furnishes one of the notable o1- 
ferings of the films. Since the overseas 
entanglement the Salvation Army has a 
substantial place in the affections of the 
civilized world and this picture furnishes 
several concrete examples of its practical 
end sincere ministration. The picture fur- 
nishes many wonderful character types, yet 
they all seem strangely familiar. It ts a 
play most capably acted in every detail. 
Pauline Starke, who furnishes a common- 
place heroine, does so in a decidedly uncom- 
monplace way. She lifts her role into an 
inspiration. She reaches the high rungs 
of emotion and yet never seems to tread 
the paths of excess. She is a wonderfully 
competent little actress and she brings to 
her part a sincerity that is most appealing. 
The offering is worth while from any stand- 
point. Republicans and sinners may alike 
enjoy and appreciate. It takes the uplift 
where it is needed. 


IS A RECORD? 

Congressman Blanton has done some- 
thing that our most substantial statesmen 
have been unable to accomplish He has 
created a demand for the Congressional 
Record. This venerable sheet appears to 
have scored a scoop or something. At any 
rate, the issue of Saturday last is in great 
demand. Bverybody wants to know what 
it was Representative Blanton put into the 
paper to make it too naughty to be mail- 
able. Likewise, i brought out a resolu- 
tion calling for the expulsion of the irate 
Texan from the halls of Congress. The 
incident may have one helpful effect. It 
may result in pla ing a limitation on what 
a Congressman ty insert in the Record 
under the “leave-to-print” prerogative. It 
would be well if this were wholly forbidden. 
The Congressional] Record is nothing but a 
dull masquerader at best. It purports to 
be an official record of the proceedings of 
Congress, but the bulk of it is made up of 
speeches and communications that are never 
made or delivered in Congress. [It is a 
fraud on the face of it. Some Congressman 
who cannot talk coherently about the weath- 
er will be given leave to print and in the 
nezt issue of the Record will appear «a 
powerful and well-ordered argument for 
some great national reform. It will be writ- 
ten by some literary secretary, but will ap 
pear as the spontaneous outburst of the 
dull Representative from Oshkosh. Fre- 
quently the Congressmen have the audacity 
to insert a bracketed “applause” at occa- 
sional intervals in the speech that was 
never delivered. The whole system is so 
silly and ridiculous that none but the Amer 
ican people would calmly endure it. If the 
blatant offense of Congressman Blanton 
could result in either the abolition or refor- 
mat on of the Record it would be one of the 
finest things that ever happened. 


Joe Tumulty’s new book on the Woodrow 
administration will soon be pub- 
lished. But that water has all gone over 
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mens of mere or less charming fe- 
males “on trial for their lives.” The 
past year has been replete with mur- 
der thrills and the ladies have suc- 
cessfully established their complete 
equality in this matter. They can 
wield a trusty gun with the best of 
them or iuspire somebody else to do 
it as capably as any male ever did. 

And they get a good deal more 
eclat out of it. They go on trial with 
an assortment of interesting demean- 
ors which inspire passionate sympa- 
thy and admiration, with a dash 
of condemnation and indignation 
thrown in as spicy condiments. 
Guilty or not guilty, very guilty or 
slightly guflty, they can be sure of 
a sentimental public squeamishness 
about giving them their deserts. In 
fact, law or no law, they are not on 
trial for their lives, there is not the 
slightest danger of them the 
ultimate penalty. The worst that 
can happen to them is a penitentiary 
sentence. held up with demands for 
a new trial, even when the evidence 
leaves no doubt of the fair culprit's 
guilt. She is much more likely to 
be acquitted altogether in that case, 
because, if a sentimental jury—and 
juries appear to be incurably senti- 
mental—can"’t bring themselves to 
proclaim plain, harsh verdict of 
“guilty,” the assumption is that the 
lady is not guilty in the sight.of the 
law, no matter how unequivocal the 
evidence may have been. 

So it seems to be pretty satisfac- 
torily established that “ladies must 
live’—we can't spare one of them, 
no matter what she has done. We 
may, in extreme cases, insist upon 
her living in comparative obscurity 
after the sensation of the case has 
died down—but we give her such an 
exciting and interesting time of it 
beforehand that it is perhaps worth 
the trifling and strictly temporary 
embarrassment that follows.

It is used, powdered, as an applica- 
tion for “Pasmo,” a disease of the 
skin when there are sores and red 
spots appearing. I take it for insect 
exudate; it burns. 8 

A.: “Remolino,” as you well know 
is & Spanish word, and when freely 
translated stands for whirlpool, 
whirlwind, and, in medicinal Latin, 
it can be used for good old United 
States dizziness, (vertigo) or under 
the Volstead Act it might be defined 
as a dope for anti-mescal. “Pasmo”" 
refers to amazement, convulsion, 
spasm, astonishment, etc. Joining 
the words as do the Mexican Indians 
(when one is on friendly terms with 
the Yuguis) we have Remolina 
Pasmo; good for what ails you! and 
for certain cutaneous and other aili- 
ments as a sedative, and unguen- 
tum (7) 

There is also a salve (emplasto) 
used by many Mexicans: especially 
those near the Rio Grande border in 
Texas, in which differing varieties 
of Remolino are mixed: one con- 
taining mercury (quicksilver.) This 
reminds the writer of a lecture once 
delivered by a noted surgeon who 
had but slight regard for the subject 
of medicine. In the lecture to stu- 
dents the surgeon said: “Gentlemen, 
there is only one thing in medicine 
which we are sure of, and that is— 
Suipher saive will cure the itch” 

The sample submitted by you is, in 
part, hydrocarbon, and probably of 
the terpene series, as, under the in- 
fluence of heat and certain chemicals, 
colophene was detected in analysis. 

The bright-red matter, so sparing- 
ly present, is not cinnabar, and it is 
probabiy safe to assume that certain 
c‘etns i have had their whack at 
the specimens forwarded to The 
Times, by you.

Injunction Against the Con- 
fiscation of Foreign Proper- 
ties is Lauded, 


The article on the recent decision 
of the Mexican Supreme Court in the 
oll controversy, written for El Uni- 
versal by Salvador Mendoza, has 
been issued in pamphiet form by the 
Imprenta Politecnica (Mexico, D.F.) 
Senor Mendoza, formerly ‘professor 
of political economy and other sub- 
jects at the National University of 
Mexico, makes a sharp study of the 
matter which so affects American oll 
holdings in the republic. 

By its decision the Supreme Court 
enjoined the Mexican executive from 
confiscation of foreign oil properties 
obtained prior to May, 1817, when 
the new Mexican constitution with 
the oi] nationalization features went 
into effect. This action, Senor Men- 
doza thinks, marks “a triumphal 
journey of the prestige of national 
justice, demonstrating that the good 
name of Mexico, at home and abroad, 
will not suffer.” Senor Mendoza 
also is the author of “La Controversia 
del Petroleo,” a book issued by the 
same publishers.
